LONDON, Aug. 24.— The Daily Mall 


today publishes an interview with an 
anonymous Russian statesman in which 
the latter suggests that Great Britian 
cooperates with Russia in reorganizing 
China, Russia to take the benefits accruing 
from the northern half and England those 
of the southern half by means of the 
Great China company which would form 
nucleus as in the case of India. 


The statesman says be regards the 


Franoo-Bussianiam to be without strength 
and tbe love for it to be all on France's 
side, which Russia is utilizing as a means 
for borrowing money. He adds that Rus- 
sia would much prefer England as an ally 
in the east. 


Bespeaks of China as endeavoring to 


escape from Russian creditors and speaks 
of Europe as vying in servility towards a 
potentate whose position he assents is not 
that of a statesman but of a domestic.

To the police there were vi sons of a 


bloody conflict, having been waged at the 
Notch reservoir Sunday morning when 
two excited Italians hurried into the eta. 
tion about 11 o'clock and announced that 
one Italian had been shot by a fellow 
countryman. The ambulance was sum- 
moned and in a few minutes was being 
driven toward the Notch, containing olli- 
ccrs Whipple and Roaasco and the two in. 
formants. 


On arriving at the scene of tbe affair it 


was found that nothing more serious than, 
an accidental shooting had occurred dur- 
ing a woodchuclc hunt and that no on; 
was liable to die. There was plenty of 
work for the officers however, who had 
their hands full to keep the hundred or 
more Italians from crowding about the 
injured man while Or. Frisco was dress- 
ing his wounds. 
| 
Officer Rosasco learned tbe following 


story of the shooting. Three Italians has 
gone to the hillside on the east of the res- 
ervoir in search of sport of any kind and 
they had not been away long before they 
spied a woodchnck dive into a hole in the 
ground. Nothing was wanting then for 
amusement and they set about to dig 
the animal out and accompanied their 
work with smacking of lips over an imag- 
inary feast. They called to Alfonso Tizo, 
the blacksmith at the reservoir, to bring 
a gun and be in readiness to dispatch the 
Woodchuck when it should issue from its 
hole in the earth. The critical moment 
came unexpectedly and with a bound the 
animal started across the field, pursued 
by the toilers. 


Tizo shot with the avowed intention of 


killing the "chuck" but proved hiaself to 
be a poor marksman for the charge of 
shot lodged in tbe right thigh of Antonio 
Lacerro who was in pursuit of the animal. 
The hunt then terminated and Lacerro 
was taken to the camp and medical aid 
Summoned. His leg had been considera- 
bly torn by the shot but the wound is not 
considered 
dangerous. 
Lacerro was 


removed to the hospital and Tizo was 
taken to the police station to await the 
result of tbe former's injuries. 


The police and the community at large 


have been expecting to hear of some 
bloodshed from the Notch Italians and 
all sorts of stories were quickly circulated 
concerning the affair. 
The Italians thus 


far have proven a harmless colony and 
under the present system of management 
there is not much doubt but what the 
people who expect to hear of a war with 
the knife at the Notch will be disap- 
pointed.

It is alleged by the free silverHos 


that "tho day congress by law closed 
the doors of our mints on silver and said 
thereafter gold shall measure the value 
of all things, even silver, then it was 
gold grew dear and silver cheap." 


The constant cry is that when the 


United States, which had coined only 
8,000,000 silver dollars since 1793, 
stopped coining them, the price of silver 
began to fall and kept on doing so, 
though between 1878 and this time 
420,000,000 silver dollars have been 
coined. 


The truth is the decline iu the value 


of silver began long prior to 1878. The 
highest price paid for an ounce of silver 
during the last hundred years was iu 
1839, 
when it was worth 186 conts nn 


ounce, while in 1846 it was worth 130 
cents an ounce. 
^ That advance was duo to the snddeu 
and heavy increase in the production of 
gold during the years 1849-60, when 
tbo yield rose from $88,000,000 ayear to 
$182,000,000, while the production of 
silver advanced from $25,000,000 to 
$35,000,000 auuually. 


During the years 1861-70 the pro- 


duction of gold declined slightly. That 
of silver increased till the value of tho 
annual product rose to $CB,000,000. 
While this was going on the price of sil- 
ver was gradually falling, until in 1S70 
the price hud dropped back to about 
what it was in 1858. 


In 1839 the commercial ratio of silver 


to gold was 15.3.9 to 1. In 1870 the ra- 
tio waa 15.57 to 1, and iu 1873 it was 
15.68 to 1. Then it was that France 
olid other European uatious which had 
coined silver ou the basis of 15'2 to 1 
began to get nervous. They saw that 
unless the decline in the value of silver 
stopped nil their gold would disappear 
and they would be inundated with 
silver. 


That decline 'did not stop, and by 


1876 silver had fallen to llofi cents au 
ounce, but the coinage value of the an- 
nual silver product had advanced to 
$81,000,000, or three times what it was 
in 1830. 


The production continued to increase 


and the price continued to fall. The 
output, which was 29,000,000 in 1860, 
rose to 93,000,000 ounces in 1886, 120,- 
000,000 in 1889, 137,000,000 in 1891 
and 161,750,000 in 1898. The price in 
1886 was 99>£ cepts an ounce, in 1889 
93^' and in 1893 78 cents. 


From 1860 to date increasing produc- 


tion, due to the opening of new mines 
and the utilization of improved methods, 
has been accompanied by a fall in price. 
The action of the United States in 1878 
no more lowered the price than the im- 
mense silver purchases between 1878 
and 1893 kept it up.—Chicago Tribune.

Oh, lonely, lonely 
woman, to cheat yonr heart with shad 
ows, as yon have cheated mine! Had you 
known, as I have known, the face, the 
voice, the tench of a flesh and blood 
lover, yon could not have staid the im- 
perious cravings of your soul with this 
poor pretense — with letters v, ritten to, 
bnt never read by, the unfulfilled ideal 
of your unacknowledged dreams!"

Winnisook lodge in the Catskills that 
Senator Hill would meet him in the 
quiet of that mountain camp, where 
they would be free from Interruption 
and from the likelihood of having too 
much public attention drawn to their 
confei ence.

the idea seemed more reasonable than 
a meeting in Albany with all the rush 
and bustle that will probably attend 
the candidate's short stay there.

A justice without the Encyclopedia Britannica In his library would ba ab- 


solutely lost, for that wonderful work contains the concentrated wisdom of 
the world. 


It is much more important that he should ba able to consult tbe Britannlca*VB 


than he should be "with capon lin'd." 


The justice that SUCCEEDS in meeting out even-handed equity to all 


that are brought before him must be a well-read man as well as a wise man. 
To get a deep insight into human nature he should study his Shakespeare in 
conjunction with his Encyclopedia. 
In the course of his duty men come be- 


fore him in every one of the seven ages depicted by Shakespsare. The culti- 
vated justice will know that the idea of the world being a staje and tba divis- 
ion of life into sevon ages did not originate with the great poet. 
In the old 


plays of Dzmon and Pythias wa have "Pythagoras said that, this world was 
like a stage whereon many played their parts." In the Treasury of Modern 
Times, 1613, in a division cf the Ufa of man into SEVEN* AGES, said to b*> 
taken from Proclus, and it occurs from Brown's Vulgar Errors that Hippo* 
crates also divided man's Ufa into seven degrees or stages.thoagh he differs from 
Proclus in the number of years allotted to each stage. Dr. Hanlay mentions 
an old emblematical print entitled "Tii „ Stage of Man's life divided Into Sevan 
Aces," from which be thinks Bhakeept re more likeiy to have taken his hint 
than from Hippocrates or Proclua. Su -espeare used tba same idea more 
than onca in his plays. 


Not only will the severe eyed Justice find plenty of "wise saws" in the 


Encyclopedia Britannica, but he will also find abundaaca «f "la«d*ra In- 
stances."
